Judge Kellar held in his opinion that the Yost prohibition law prohibited the manu-J 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquor in W est Virginia, and prohibiting the advertising 
and soliciting of orders in the state through the mailing of price lists and order blanks, 
did not interfere with non-resident liquor dealers.
